-A Favorable View of Chinese. 


Editor Gazette:—If tha Chinese have 
ny sense of humor or justice they must 


reuard ou r attitude toward them as most 
ridiculouH or inconsistent. They see us 
making friendly and cordial overtures 
hat we may open China's door still wider 
or our entrance and for our profit and 
at the same time sec us trying to exclude 
3hinamen from enjoying similar privi- 
leges among us. It may be the nation's 
right to exclude undesirable visitors from 
ts land ax a family has the right to e>- 
clude undesirable visitors from its home, 
jut for tbe family to insist upon entering 
he home of people they had ostracised 
would be inconsistent indeed. 
We hear 


all sorts of hideous falsehoods concerning 
.be conduct of our missionaries. Bnt the 
fact that the charges are false does not 
settle tho question. 
If we forbid tho 


hinese to come liereTind save an Ameri- 


can dollar, what right have we to go out 
there and save a Chinese soul? Our pri- 
mary puipose toward the Chinese is to 
Christianize them; our secondary purpose 
is to commercialize them, to make good 
customerH of them for our products. Every 
Chinaman who returns to his people after 
a few years' sojourn must be an effective 
advance ugent for American trade. 
He 


carries buck with him many an article of 
commerce, the like of which will be seen 
for the fli st time by his unsophisticated 
friends. 
Tney perhaps will not recognize 


him in occidental costume and they are 
apt to make jest at his American shoes, 
but they will soon observe that they are 
more comfortable than their own clumsy 
wooden sandals. The watch he carries is 
no less a mystery, then the stories to tell 
of the railways, telephones, physical com- 
forts of > arious kinds arouse ambition to 
live bettor. 
If an American agent of 


shoes, guns, bicycles or watches should 
come to that town the day after does any 
one doubt that he will be twice as likeiy 
to sell hia goods aa he would if the China- 
man had not preceded him the day before. 
We deem it policy to bring a ship load of 
Arabians to visit our land at public ex 
pense. We bring Filipinos 8000 miles to 
see our Institutions. 
But we will not 


allow a fow thousand Chinamen to come 
here at their own expense. 
China must 


suffer and our country must suffer, we 
perhaps more than she, for the party that 
breaks fnith in an agreement must always 
pay the greater penalty. 
Would it not, 


under the existing circumstances, be 
good iden to keep our missionaries out ol 
China? 
1C would seem to be time enough 


to share our heaven with them when we 
get ready to give them a share of our 
earthly home.

Th* argument in the hearing of the In- 


junction proceedings of tbe Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company against the Bristol and 
Neshaminy Elevated Railway Company be- 
fore Judge Yerkes was concluded Friday, 
but the court has not yet handed down the 
decision. Henry Lear, Esq., opened the 
argument on behalf of the plaintiff, claim- 
ing that the defendant is attempting to 
make an improper use of the franchise 
alleged to have been given it under the act 
of June 7, 1901, and reciting the history 
of the several attempts to construct a road 
over tbe disputed land, the decrees of the 
Court affecting the various companies 
chartered to consti act a road at that 
point, the abandonment of the franchise 
and the incorporation of the succeeding 
company by practically the same people. 
This, be contended, was simply part of a 
scheme to evada the decrees of the Court, 
and not a bona fide endeavor to serve tbe 
public, and therefore the injunction asked 
for should prevail. 


ONLY ONE OF THE KIND. 


This corporation, 
he declared, 
was 


unique in being the only one of its kind to 
obtain the right of eminent domain in a 
rural distlct, . Tbe company had taken 
time by the forelock, and secured their 
charter before the amendmentory act of 
June 20, 1901, was passed, providing that 
an elevated railroad must be incorporated 
to operate in a congested portion of a city, 
and claim the right to construct a road 
without a power house, eighteen feet 
above the roadbed with overhead wires 
sixteen feet above the tracks. 
Here is an 


attempt to build on an ordinary township 
road with tracks and overhead work 35 
feet above the ground, that would be a 
nuisance to the community, with the evi- 
dent intent to evade the decree of the 
Court. It was claimed that tbe company 
•cannot perform tbe duties of an elevated 
railroad in this locality. 


CONSTITUTIONALITY OF THE ACT. 


Mr. Lear then took up the constitution- 


ality of the act of June 7, 1901, and cited 
the Constitution of Pennsylvania and the 
Consltution of the United States, together 
wltn tbe various legal authorities in 
support of his contention. He claimed 
that each individual has the right of being 
protected, and that that protection is not 
secured under such a common bond as 
this act provides; that the property owner 
should have full and adequate security up- 
on which he can have tbe right to enforce 
tbe penalty without beine compelled to 
join with the others. Under this act, in 
case the"parties resided in different count- 
ies, there was no method of enforcing the 
bond. 
Mr. Lear then took up the 


questions relating to the approval of the 
bond by the Courts when the properties 
lie in different counties, the appointment 
of a single jury to assess damages where 
popertieg lie in different counties and 
appeals from tbe report filed. In the case 
of appeal, it was claimed, the act does not 
provide a trial by jury under the process 
ot law granted by the Constitution and as 
has been heretofore held. 
As the act 


violates the Constitution in one part it 
cannot be claimed that it can stand be- 
cause it is not pertinent to one party at 
issue, as it IB averred this road is to be 
constructed in one county, and therefore 
does net apply. It was contended that all 
the sections of tbe Constitution quoted 
were intended to hedge about the rights 
of a property owner and give him a safe, 
adequate and feasible protection, and not 
as provided in the Act of June 7, 1901, a 
protection that is cumbersome and inade- 
quate. j*or these and other reasons coun- 
sel for tbe plaintiff claimed that the in- 
junction should be continued and made 
permanent. 


DEFENDANT'S CLAIM. 


Richard 0. 
Dale, of Philadelphia, 


counsel for the Neshaminy Elevated Com- 
pany, stated that his learned adversary 
contended that his company intended to 
make improper use of the charter granted 
by the State, and that bis company is 
intending an evasion of the decree of the 
Court. This, he averred was a misconcep- 
tion of the case. 
They were in court 


claiming a franchise under the act of 
June 7, 1901. 
He took it that the ques- 


tion for the Court to decide was whether 
they had a franchise under the law and 
whether they have and are complying with 
the requirements of that law. 


While the plantiff argues that the mad 


is not-to be built for public service but 
Cor the accomodation and convenience of 
the incorporates, the defendant was of 
the opinion that if the plaintiff did not 
believe they intended to carry passengers 
through to Philadelphia and Bristol and 
give a greater public service than the 
public now possessed, there would have 
been no bill filed in this case. There is 
nothing limiting the construction of an 
elevated road in the rural district in the 
act of June 7, 1901, even if not in a con- 
gested district. 
An amendmentory act 


was passed June 20,1901, which distinctly 
provides that no new letters patent should 
issue for an elevated road except in 
thickly settled district or in a congested 
portion of a city from that date, but does 
not affect any of the privileges of a com- 
pany chartered under the act of June 7, 
1901. 


As to the common bond required by the 


act of June 7, 1901, Mr. Dale stated that 
the wording of the act was similar to thai 
of the act of 1849, except that it provides 
for a common bond instead of a seperate 
bond to each property owner. But each 
party is a1: liberty to bring action upon 
the bond, the Court having fixed a suffic- 
ient amount to common damages "to all 
parties in interest. 
In his opinion the 


reasons assigned for the unconstitutional 
ity of the act were chimerical.

As alum costs only two cents a pound 


there is a great temptation for thos 
manufactures who make substitutes am 
imitation goods, to use it. 
Alum baking 


powders can be detected by tbe healtl 
authorities by chemical analysis, but the 
ordinary housekeeper, whose assistance in 
protecting the health of the people is im 
portant, cannot make a chemical exomi 
nation. 
She may easily know the alum 


powders, however, from the fact that they 
are sold at from ten to twenty cents for 
pound can, or that some prize—like 
spoon, or glass, or piece of crockery, o 
wooden ware—is given with the powder a 
an inducement. 


Ai the people continue to realize |h 


importance of this subject and consumer 
Insist on having baking powder of estab 
lished name and, character, and as th 
health authorities continue their vlgorou 
crusades, the alum danger will, it is hoped 
finally be driven from our homes.

The risks that firemen in big cities 


take are an everlasting wonder, and

The Harvard expedition is under the 


charge of Professor Solon I. Bailey, 
who took part in establishing tbe pres- 
ent Harvaid station in Peru a number 
of years ago. In studying Eros be will 
be assisted by tbe members of the 
regular staff at Arequlpn, which has 
recently been Increased by two young 
astronomers, Mr. Hanson and Mr. 
Wyeth. 


Another investigation of a very dif- 


ferent character is being conducted by 
Harvard and within university con- 
fines. By combining a powerful mi- 
croscope with a camera of special con- 
struction Professor Theodore William 
Richards has gained much new knowl- 
edge regarding the formation and 
growth of crystals. The pictures which 
he has obtained show tbe development 
of a crystal from a tiny point, almost 
too small to be detected, up to final 
maturity. 


Although the whole process is. the 


work of only a few seconds, the pho- 
tographs, which are carefully timed to 
Intervals of a fifth of a second, bring 
out the fact tbat growth during the 
first second is much more rapid than 
later, tbe tiny structure frequently in- 
creasing less than half as rapidly in 
the second second as in the first and 
still more slowly afterward. 


Tbe exact adjustment of the camera 


to the microscope was one of Profess- 
or Richards' greatest difficulties. 
It 


was necessary, first of all, that there 
should be no vibration to blur tbe im- 
pression on tbe negatives, so tbat 
mechanism for- changing tbe plates 
practically without friction had to be 
specially devised. 


An even greater problem was in 


finding a suitable light Tbe strongest 
Incandescent light was not strong 
enough for the purpose, and finally 
sunlight directed by mirrors and con- 
densed by reflectors and lenses was 
employed. 


Professor Richards believes tbat the 


results of bis unique experiments may 
modify several current theories re- 
garding crystallization, but be doubts 
if it is possible to clear up all points 
of difficulty until some considerable 
improvement in the necessary appara- 
tus has been developed.

"And when Noah was one hundred and 
forty years old he took unto himself 
a wife," then, turning the page, he 
continued, "300 cubits in length, 50 
cubits in width and 30 cubits in depth 
and within and without besmeared 
with pitch." The story seemed a little 
strong, but he could not doubt the Bi- 
ble, and, after reading It once more 
and reflecting a moment, he turned to 
the startled assemblage with these re- 
marks, "My beloved brethren, this is 
-the first time in the history of my life 
that my attention has been called to 
this important passage of the Scrip- 
tures, but it seems to me that it is one 
of tbe most forcible illustrations of 
that grand eternal truth that the na- 
ture of woman Is exceedingly difficult 
to comprehend.—Starlight Messenger.

Whr Boiled Water Freeaes 


Water which is hot of course cannot 


freeze until it has parted with its beat; 
but water that has been boiled will, 
other things being equal, freeze sooner 
than water which has not been boiled. 
A slight disturbance of water disposes 
it to freeze more rapidly, and this is 
the cause which accelerates the freez- 
ing of boiled water. The water that 
has been boiled has lost tbe air natu- 
rally contained in it, wblcb on exposure 
to tbe atmosphere it begins again to 
attract and absorb. During this proc- 
ess of absorption a motion is neces- 
sarily produced among its particles, 
slight certainly and imperceptible, yet 
probably sufficient to accelerate its 
congelation. 
In unboiled water this 


disturbance does not exist; indeed, 
water when kept perfectly still can be 
reduced several degrees below the 
freezing point without its becoming 
Ice. 


A Chance to Dry. 


Lord Dufferiu always said that the 


happiest years of his long official life 
were those spent in Calcutta. He rev 
eled In the sunshine. A friend one day 
expostulated with blm for his reckless 
exposure of himself to tbe weather. 
"Well, you see," said the viceroy, "they 
have always sent me to cold places. 
They sent me as viceroy to Canada, 
where one must live two-thirds of the 
year in buffalo furs. They sent me to 
St. Petersburg, where one has to hiber- 
nate like a bear. So when they ordered 
me to ladia I rubbed my hands and 
said to myself, 'Now I can hang myself 
up to dry.'" 


Bntenera and Blue. 


The blue smock of the butcher, says 


an English paper, has often aroused 
curiosity. 
The color was originally 


adopted by the guild of butchers in the 
middle ages at a time when each trade 
bad its distinguishing color; but, while 
other guilds dropped their colors,batch- 
ers stuck to blue because blood stains 
are less noticeable upon that color than 
upon any other. At a very early period 
bine was tbe universal wear of serving 
men.

HEAT AND DISEASE. 


THE SUN'S RAYS ARE FATAL TO MANY 


SPECIES OF GERMS. 


A* • DUIafeetmmt BumliBht Im the 


Oreateat Acent I» H«t«re-Tem- 
pevatwea at Which DUean Germ. 
Are Destroyed. 
Sunlight is fatal to some of the lower 


forms of living things, including cer- 
tain disease germs which are the cause 
of some of the most fatal Infectious 
diseases that afflict the human race. 
lu fact, the greatest disinfectant in na- 
ture is light or, to be more exact, tbe 
radiations of the sun. Including heat 
rays, light rays and the invisible rays 
at the violet end of the solar spectrum. 


An Infectious disease is one which 


may be contracted by tbe introduction 
into tbe living body of living disease 
germs, which may be contained in dif- 
ferent kinds of infectious material. 
Thus tbe disease germ (bacillus) which 
produces diphtheria is contained In the 
"exudate" or "false membrane*' de- 
posited in the throat or nasal passages 
of those suffering from this disease, 
and the material coughed up by a pa- 
tient with diphtheria is infections ma- 
terial. In cholera and in typhoid fever 
the discharges from the bowels con 
tain the germ and are consequently in- 
fectious material. 


Now, 
the object of disinfection is to 


prevent tbe extension of infectious dis- 
eases by destroying the specific infec- 
tious agents—germs—which give rise to 
them; and this ia accomplished by the 
use of disinfectants. Having, as I nope, 
made this clear. 


Any chemical agent which destroys or 


masks bad odors is commonly spoken of 
as a disinfectant, and there are a large 
number of so called "disinfectants" in 
the market which are simply deodor- 
ants and which are entirely untrust- 
worthy for the destruction of infectious 
material—that is, material containing 
living disease germs. 


These disease germs belong to the 


class of low vegetable organisms—mi- 
croscopic plants—known as bacteria, 
which as a rule thrive better in the 
darkness than when exposed to day- 
light, and some of them are quickly 
destroyed by exposure to direct sun- 
light. In experiments made by me in 
1893 it was demonstrated that the chol- 
era bacillus is infallibly killed by ex- 
posure to direct sunlight for an hour or 
two, and tbe distinguished German 
bacteriologist. Dr. Robert Koch, has 
shown that the bacillus of consumption 
—tubercle- bacillus—Is destroyed by 
similar exposure in a time varying 
from a few minutes to several hours, 
depending upon tbe thickness of the 
layer of material in which It is im- 
bedded. 


As a result of tills It Is evident that 


the material coughed up by patients 
with consumption- and containing tu- 
bercle bacilli in vast numbers is far less 
dangerous to the community in regions 
where the patient can live out of doors 
and where the BUD shines nearly every 
day in the year. 
' 


Some disease germs wblcb are not 


killed outright by exposure to tbe sun's 
rays are greatly restrained in their de- 
velopment. This Is true of the bacillus 
of typhoid fever. Although it has been 
shown by carefully conducted' experi- 
ments tbat certain disease germs ore 
promptly destroyed by tbe luminous ra- 
diations from tbe sun, and especially 
by those at the violet end of the solar 
spectrum, it Is also true tbat the heat 
rays play an Important part in tbe de- 
struction of harmful bacteria. 


This is partly due to the fact that 


certain disease germs are quickly de- 
stroyed by being deprived of all mois- 
ture—by desiccation. Thus tbe germs 
of cholera and of pneumonia quickly 
perish when completely dried. 


Other germs, however, as those of 


typhoid fever, of diphtheria and of 
consumption, may retain their vitality 
in a dried condition for several months. 
But the germs of all these diseases are 
destroyed by a comparatively low tem- 
perature. 
In experiments which I 


made several years ago I ascertained 
that the germs of pneumoula and of 
cholera were killed by exposure for a 
few minutes to a temperature of 126 
degrees F. 


A still lower temperature is effective 


if the time of exposure Is prolonged. 
It is therefore evident that prolonged 
exposure to the direct rays of tbe sun 
would destroy these germs independ- 
ently of tbe disinfecting power or 
germlcldal action of tbe luminous rays 
or the fatal results of desiccation. 


Other disease germs require a high- 


er temperature for their destruction. 
Tbe typhoid bacillus and the bacillus 
of dlpbtberla are killed by exposure 
to a temperature of 140 degrees F. for 
ten minutes. In general, it may be 
stated that this temperature is fatal 
to all tbe most Important disease germs. 


The facts, stated furnish a scientific, 


basis for practical disinfection, and it 
Is evident that when sunshine is avail- 
able no chemical agents are essential 
for the destruction of disease germs. 
Any article of food or drink which has 
been heated for a few minutes to some- 
thing near the boiling point of water 
Is absolutely safe, so far as any dan- 
Ker from disease germs Is concerned, 
nnd any article of clothing which has 
been put through tbe ordinary opera- 
tions of tbe laundry id as safe as if It 
had been placed for an hour in an ex- 
pensive steam dislnfector or Immersed 
In a strong disinfecting solution. 


It will be seen that scientific Investi- 


gations fully Justify the practice of 
good, housewives, who at frequent in- 
tervals expose their blankets and arti- 
cles of woolen clothing, which camiot 
be placed in boiling water without In- 
jury, to a prolonged sun both, who 
scald out milk pans and kitchen uten- 
sils and place them in the sun to dry 
and who open up their sleeping apart- 
ments for tbe admission of sunlight 
and fresh air.—Surgeon General Stern- 
berg in Youth's Companion.
